Hereas by an O2dinance of this pꝛe⸗

fourteenth day ofJuly, One thouſand 

ſix hundꝛed fo:ty thee, it was Gꝛanted, Oꝛ⸗ 
dained and Declared, That all thoſe who 
ſhould advance one full Fourth part of their 
fozmer Adventures foz Lands in Ireland, oz 
that ſhould de novo become Adventurers by 
advancing any ſum oz ſums of Money, ſhould 
have a double pꝛopoztion of Land, That is, 
twice ſo much as was granted by any of the 
pꝛeceding Acts oz Oꝛdinances of Parliament 
to Adventurers in that behalk, Now fozaC- 
much as the ſald Oꝛdinante being without it-
